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[Claim] 



A telephone at a subscriber's premises in an off-talk communication system in 
which, with a broadcast center at an office and a broadcast receiving facility at the 
subscriber's premises, a broadcast signal is sent via a telephone line to the broadcast 
receiving facility at the subscriber's premises during an off-talk period when no 
telephone communications take place between the office and the subscriber's premises, 
characterized by comprising: 

a first hook switch which isolates a telephone function circuit from the telephone 
line while a receiver is put on a telephone main body, and connects the circuit with the 
telephone line when the receiver is taken off; a second hook switch working together 
with the first hook switch; a control part which switches between an off-talk 
communication and a telephone function upon an input of on/off state of the second 
hook switch; a switch interposed in a cable run where the control part and the telephone 
line are connected, which, usually in the on state, emits an off-talk communication 
signal through a speaker, and is turned to off by the action of the control part when an 
incoming call signal arrives at the telephone line and is input into an incoming call 
detection circuit; and the incoming detection circuit connected to the telephone line, 
which detects the incoming call signal and causes the speaker to emit the incoming call 
signal. 
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
